GOLD, who has an amazing faculty for detailed recollection 
and irtw could, on cross examination, >give testimony of conv in ci n g nature . . 

regarding the positiveness of his recollections, furnished the following 
signed statements

"I, HARRY GOID, do make the following voluntary statment 
to CARL A* BETSCH and ROBERT G. JENSEN. These men have identified 
themselves to roe as Spe cial Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. I have been told and know that I am not required to •* 
give or make any statements. 1 also know that any statements I 
makft may be used against me in a court of law. X have been told a n d 
know that I am entitled to benefit of counsel. 

"These have asked that this statement cover wy 

present recollection of the matters set forth hereinafter. I have 
carefully reviewed these events in my mind, and can testify, if 
called upon to do so, as follows s 

HBeginning in late 1935, I began to serve as an active - — - 

Soviet espionage agent In that I took industrial information from 
ny place of ©i^loyment, the Pennsylvania Sugar Company, Philadelphia, 

Pa. and gave this information to ay Soviet espionage su 5 >erior. I 
continued in this task of transmitting infoiroation taken trcm uy ' 
place of eiEpl(^naent until the Spring of 1938. , 

"At this time I was being handled by my third Soviet • - 

superior, a man I knew as FRED. fRED was quite persistent in his 
attitudes towards m In that he continually pressed me for industrial ^ - - 
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infoimation. Be also asked me fe aedc other types of ©n?>loymeaait, ^ 
for I had delivered hy this tiasnost of the information of 
Industrial value at iny pl^ce of ai 5 >loym®at* I can also recall that 
he {rj?ED) asked me on many occa^Dns to submit biographical sketches 
<Mi people that I considered possihle recruits for Soviet espionage* • 

I know that I submitted to JBEDwme biographical sketches on non- 
existent people in order to allalate the persistent hounding he mas . : 
giving me* 

•*HoTiever^ in or aroiad April of 1938, I told IBKD of sy 
desire to go back to school to fssaplete ny education. FEED objected . 
to this idea of mine stating san^ihing to the effect that ay contacts 
with the industrial world would iscbxoken off* 

"In a later meeting mth FEED in late July or August of 
1938, somewheres within a two week period around the ZW AMBEBS- ; ^ 
HENRI ABMSTBDNG fight of that yasr, FRED told me hej^ted me to go 
to ooUege. I recaU this meetssg quite clearly# FEED called me 
by phone at ny home In Philadel|Bsla and asked me to come to New York 
City immediately. The night was a rainy one and rather miserable. 

FRED bawled me out for not prodm^g conta cts for him or additional , 
information. After this bawling out, FRED told me that t hing s 
would change for the better andie now wanted me to go to college. 

flHe told nfi « there is a government offl ci^ located iix__ . 

the midwest* from whom I was to get information. FRED said this 
particular setup required ny atfending the University of Cincinnati. 

He was very specific about ry emending the University of 
Cincinnati. He told me that tiace would be plenty of fbnds available 
for ny education. * : , 

«I would like to state that prior to FEED *8 change of 
attitude and wish to have me al^d the University of Cincinnati, 

FEED wanted he to go to the Nassachusetts Institute of Technology. 

This I declined to do for variiis reasons, principally, that I could 
not account to ay family for tie funds that would permit me to 
enroll at U.I.T. 

"I was unabie to enall at the University of Cincinnati 
tinder the conditions I had hopE^ for. The University of Cincinnati,^ 
would not give me credit for courses I had taken in Evening “ir..” 
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School at the I>rexel Institute ol Technology^. I las also told that v 
the credits I had eanaed at the University of Faraylvania were not 
acceptable. 1 further did not want to take the six year cooperative 
course as offered to me by the University of Ciaeliinati* 

•At the suggestion of a co-en^Jloyee at ttie Penn^lvania 
Sugar CoD^any^ I did enroll at Xavier University in Cincinnati# • 

Ohio in September, 193fi. This co-employee had bo knowledge of ay 
espionage activity at that time nor did he have knoirledge of ay 
true puipose in wanting to go to school in Cincsnnsti* 

•After By enrollment at Xavier Univex^ty, there was n 
series of meetings with FRED. One of these meeting was held in 
Hew York City and another two meetings were held in Cincinnati. 

At none of these meetings was the purpose for idddi I moved to 
Cincinnati discussed. I believe FRED at one of thase meetings told 
me to get established first and we would discuss the puipose of ay 
going to Cincinnati later. 

•On Thanksgiving day of 1918, I received a telephone call 
at ay rooaing bouse. This call was fromHJED. & asked aie to cone 
downtown iminediately. I explained to him I was act dressed and ay 
rooming house was almost an hour’s bus ride frow&wntown Cincinnati. 
I went downtown and met with FRED. He told me at this time I was 
now to follow out the purpose for which I had placedin 
Cincinnati, Ohio. I was told to go to Dayton, tftdo, ly FRED 
irtio said I ^s to resume contact which an Agent, SX&N, had once 
had with BEN SMILD, an aeronautical en^eer atlzlght field.* 

•I suggested to FRED that I go to Bayko, Ohio, on the .. ^ 
following Saturday. I did not so state, but I lad planned to 
attend the lavier-Toledo football game and to a cgp t ay landlady’s 
invitation to Thanksgiving dinner that day. 

•FRED said ’Ho, you have to go this afleinoon, the man 
is waiting.’ I walked with FRED to the Union Ration at which place 
he gave me the address of SUILQ in Dayton, Qno. I can not 
recall whether he gave me this address in writlag or idiether I wrote 
it down at his request. I no longer have the of paper upon 

which the address was written but I reca ll the stress as 307 

Oxford Street. 
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"ITtED also gave me a letter and a white box oontainiiig a 
new leather wallet wrapped in tissue paper. Be identified the 
letter as one from STAN which I should give to SNILQ as a 
recognition signal* FBED said the wallet would serve as a gestare ' .

•He put me on a train for Bgyton, Ohio^ that aftemoon -- 
and I arrived there about one hour or so after leaving Cincinnati* 

I took a taxi to the SMUG residence cm Oxford Street as this was 
the first time I had ever been there* Bds was about iiiJO or 5*00 HI. 

•I knobked at the door of 30? Otxford Street and a nan .,^ . 
answered it* I said *I»ve come to see Kr* BEN SMILG** The nan 
said»I>m BEN SIOXG.* I said »Oh, fine,* and started to walk ky -
